thanks to enterprising fanciers, the quality 
of coat and the stoutness of bone were 
both improved by crossing with Blue cats 
to secure those properties 

“White males have been crossed several 
times with Blue queens in a desire to im- 
prove the shape and bone of Whites. 
Seeing that the Creams have, in the past, 
owed something to the Whites in their 
makeup, I have often wondered whether it 
would not be advisable for White breeders 
to experiment with a good Cream queen.

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PATIENCE AND CARE INVOLVED 
WHEN: GIVING PUSS MEDICINES 


By Rita 

Administering medicines to cats requires 
patience, especially in cases where the 
animal has been roughly handled in kitten- 
hood or forced to repeatedly 
cbnoxicus concoctions. 


swallow 
Since all cats, 
at some time or other, require medicine 
for the correction or prevention of such 
things as worms, hair balls, colds and 
indigestion, a little time taken to acquire 
a certain skill in dosing makes things 
pleasanter all round. 

Dogs will quite often accept a pill when 
hidden in a piece of meat but cats, due 
to their suspicious natures and_highlv 
developed sense of smell, are not so easily 
fooled. I’ve seen a cat painstakingly lick 
the meat from around a pill and then care- 
fully wash its whiskers, completely in- 
different to its owner’s exasperation. So, 
in dosing cats, it is necessary to place the 
medicine right in the mouth. 

The cat should be placed on a table, with 
a helper to hold the cat in a sitting position. 
If giving the medicine alone, place the cat 
in the corner of an armchair or carrier 
which has previously been protected with 
newspapers in case of accident. Then, 
grasp the head from the back with the 
left hand, placing the thumb and second 
finger on either side of the mouth. Force

the mouth open by gently pushing down 
on the lower jaw using the index finger 
of the right hand, and at the same time 
holding more firmly with the left hand. 
If a pill or capsule is to be given, place 
it back in the mouth as far as possible and 
then push it into the throat opening with 
the right index finger. Close the cat’s 
mouth and hold it closed until it swallows. 
A few strokes on the throat sometimes 
stimulates this action. In cases where 
a cat continually refuses to swallow, a 
half-teaspoonful of milk placed in the 
mouth immediately after the pill, will help. 

In administering liquids to a cat, grasp 
the head the same way but open the mouth 
but slightly. Then pour the medicine 
into the mouth from the side, using a 
teaspoon or special funnel-like kennel 
spoon which is designed to prevent spilling. 
Do not attempt to force more than a half- 
teaspoonful of liquid into the cat’s mouth 
at one time. If more than that is re- 
quired for a single treatment, permit the 
cat to take it in as many swallows as re- 
quired. And remember, a cat cannot 
swallow with its mouth open. A medicine 


dropper is also useful in giving liquid 
medicine provided the patient is a kitten 
or easily dosed adult.

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not recommended for the obstreperous pa- 
tient due to the danger of having it crushed 
between the cat’s teeth. 

Giving powders to a cat can prove 
troublesome, especially if they are at all evil 
tasting. Powders may be dropped into the 
mouth from a teaspoon or piece of folded 
paper but quite often the cat will not 
swallow; it will simply sit and drool. 
Quite by accident I came upon a way of 
giving powders which possibly others might 
be interested in. Instead of giving powders 
dry, a little sardine oil is placed in a tea- 
spoon and the powder placed on top of the 
oil. The oil floats the powder and when 
poured into the mouth, the. powder goes 
first and the oil follows. The pleasant 
taste of the oil induces the cat to swallow. 
This method may be used with crushed 
pills too, in cases where cats simply re- 
fuse to swallow whole ones. 

Quite often an animal is so frightened 
or so outraged by having medicine forced 
on it that it puts up a terrific struggle. 
For this type of patient the only thing to 
do, and the kindest, is to roll the cat 
tightly in a towel leaving only the head 
sticking out. Another way is to cut a hole 
in a large square of strong material, push 
the cat’s head through the hole and wrap 
the rest of the square tightly around the 
body. This permits the cat to be dosed 
with no fear of scratches, and at the same 
time gets the job done quickly. 

It should be remembered in dosing a 
cat that certain medicines stain the coat 
and in the case of a cat that is to be shown, 
precautions should be taken. While on the 
subject it might prove helpful to mention 
that cod liver oil is one of the worst 
offenders. 

After giving medicine to a cat it is a good 
idea to reward it with some choice morsel. 
Cats are intelligent animals and will soon 
come to realize that this choice morsel is 
the natural follow-up to a treatment.

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Cats Break Up Races 
And Necks of Riders 
At U. S., English Tracks 


Cats in the United States and England, 
who have been attending horse races re- 
cently, have caused several spills 
pile-ups among horses and drivers.

The Creams are a robust race, and they 
have retained that peculiar coat which 
they inherited from the Whites so that it is 
more than possible a White Cream cross 
would be of benefit to the Whites. In 
crossing with either Blue or Cream, a 
White male should be mated with the big- 
gest bone and roundest headed Blue or 
Cream queen that could be found. In all 
crossings the very best animals possible 
should be used. Unless this is done, ad- 
vancement cannot be made. The best 
formed young queen should be mated back 


to her father or her father’s brother. 
Shape and substance of bone should 


dominate the selection of this queen.” 

I have tried to give an idea of the 
various methods tried over a period of 
years. Most Whites today are either 
color bred or are from a Blue and White 
cross, although a few winners have been 
produced from some of these other crosses 
and one of the loveliest White females I 
have seen is almost a Peke from a Red and 
White cross.
